There  is  no  public  vaccinator  in  the  district. 

Debate  at  ory  Facilities, 

Tho  usual  arrangements  arc  in  force,  the  pathological  department 
of  the  Royal  Inf irmary, Chester  is  available  for  all  forms  of 
bacteriological  examination. 

Ambulanoo  Facilities. 

The  ambulance  vehicle  presented  by  the  BThoys  of  Alsager  is  of 
great  value  and  the  services  of  the  attendants  has  been  greatly 

appreciated, 

A motor  ambulance  can  also  be  obtained  without  unduo  delay  from  tho 
neighbouring  authorities  such  as  the  Urban  District  of  Kidsgrovo 
tho  Borough  of  Crewe  or  Newcastle  or  the  city  of  St oke- on-T.rent . 

Bursiig  in  the  Homo. 

A part-time  nurse  is  employed  Nurse  Woathcrall  whose  salary 
is  maintained  by  Public  Subscription  to  the  Alsager  Sick  Bursing 
Fund.  This  society  is  affiliated  with  the  County  Association  and 
is  administered  by  a Committee  of  your  Council  of  which  Mr-  R Heap 

is  tho  Secretary. 

There  aro  no  arrangements  for  nursing  infectious  diseases  and 
none  are  required  as  the  patients  are  removed  to  Congleton  Isolation 
Hospital  unless  private  isolation  can  be  provided.  No  special 
arrangements  are  made  for  whooping  cough  and  moasles  which  havo 
to  be  lookee  after  at  homo  except  in  complicated  cases  of  these 
diseases  which  may  be  admitted  to  the  West  Heath  Sanatorium.

Arrangements  made  under  the  Scabies  order  1941, 

A Scabies  Clinic  is  established  at  tho  School  Clinic  on  the 
Longviow  Estate.  Treatments  for  children  are  carried  out  by  tho 
school  nurse,  adult  cases  are  treated  by  the  District  Nurse, 
Facilities  are  provided  by  your  Council,

't K e y e a'r  wh i ch  serves  the  needs  of  the  Alsagor  Urban  District, 

This  Hospital  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council, 


Bo  rth  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary  provides  all  other  forms 
of  treatment  and  is  subscribed  to  by  voluntary  contributions  and  a 
general  contributory  scheme  from  residents  in  the  district. 


Midwifery  Service, 

A Maternity  nurse  appointee  by  the  County  Council  provides 
domiciliary  service  in  the  district,  under  the  County  Council  scheme 
(midvives  Aot  1936)  She  resides  within  the  district  of  Alsager* 

Mortuary. 

The  new  mortuary  premises  have  provided  satisfactory  and  adequate 
for  local  requirements.

these  was  unsatisf  ac&bry  the  second  tost  sample  taken  proved  no  be 
satisfactory.  Food  unfit  for  human  consumption  has  boen  inspected 
and  condemned  the  chief  cases  were  from  H,M,S .Excalibur  and  the 
Heathside  College  those  were  relatively  small  and  upon  the  whole  the 
position  has  boon  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.

Under  the  measles  and  whooping  cough  regulations  there  were  106  cases 
of  measles  and  24  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year# 
Theoases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  and  3 cases  of 
suspected  Poliomyelitis  were  all  removed  to  Congleton  Isolation 
Hospital#  Only  1 cases  of  Polio-myelitis  was  confirmed#  This  was 
the  only  case  of  Infantile  Paralysis  in  this  district  during  the 
epidemic  throughout  the  whole  country.
